fozmed , and the ſame wozkes hereafter made not leſſe in ſineneſſe then the Standard of Our 
Kingdome,and accozding to the Lawes and Dfatutes thereof, 
wee are reſolued foꝛ regulating this bulineſle which ſo much concerneth Us and Our people, 
to take care foꝛ the pꝛouiſion of Bullion foz ſupply of the ſaid Panufactures, and fozreducing 
aſwell the woꝛkers thereof to a tonuenient number, as to reſtraine them to ſome meetepzopoztis
